from YAg-holmium laser to affected surface, working from periphery to 

centre .

A procedure for preventing haemorrhage from mucous membranes, 
e.g. of the nose, consists of applying radiation to the affected 

surfaces from a YAg-holmium laser with a wavelength of 2.09 mem, a 
pulse energy of 0.5J and a pulse frequency of 15 Hz. 

The working tip of the laser light guide is held at a distance 
of 10 - 15 mm from the surface being treated , and the treatment is 
applied from the periphery of the affected surface to the centre, 
irradiating one square centimetre of the surface for a period of 2 sec. 

ADVANTAGE - Less tissue necrosis and reduction in complications. 
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
